OF course, Orientals 
tors from a standp 
essoutinlly different from onrsolve 
theories of government, thoir 
principles of family and sovial life, are 
often found to be diametrically opposed 
to those held by the cultured peoples 
of the West.

was done, Now, says the writer, the 
law ordains that the bodies of al 
persons who commit ide within 
































the snored precincts shall be thus 
eaten; how did (he oman fail to 
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think of this, and 60 expose herself 
after denth to the disgrace of a flog- 
ging? —How admirably Chinese is 
this rensoning. ‘The idea of flogging 
a corpse is, in itself, worthy only of « 
malicions child ; the idea that anybody 
desperate or miserable enough to com- 
mit suicide should be deterred by the 
thought of what might be doue to her 
vorpse afterwards, puts a crown upon 
the folly. It is not difficult to under- 
stand a rongh, inseusnte mob reeki 

vengeance on the dead body of a man 
who had inonrred public execration ; 
but it is very difficult to understand a

A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT. 
A suorr time ngo, as our rondors no 
doubt remember, « woman was brought 
up ut the Mixed Court on a charge of 
kidnapper.

Sho 
was therefore remanded in custody of 
the Municipal police; but on Wedues. 
day Inst sho was gain brought out, 
and delivered to the Chinese authorities 
by the German Assessor. ‘his simply 
means thnt the British Assessor was 
oversruled by the British Consul. 
Goneral aud the Senior Consul, and, as 
the firstsnamed gentleman devlined to 
authorise the womnws roudition, the 
G: Assessor was uoted to do 
so in his place. Now this, ou the face 
of it, is an anomalous atnte of uffuira, 
It is an extraordinary thing that one 
Assessor should .nbsolutely refuso to 
ct, on the ground of 
illegality, which another Assessor Gude 
no difficulty in performing without 
hesitation, ‘So dinmetricnl an opposie 
tion of view upon so important a matter 
as thie itself a fact well worthy 
of our consideration. We make no 
secret of our own standpoint, In a 
recout article we contended strongly 
tint the tribanal in the. Mulvo ie a 
Court of First Instanoe, aud argued that 
every Chinese charged with committing 
an offence in these Settlements is entitled 
to n hearing before that Court before 
he can be given up to the authorities 
of ‘Shanghai city. If the evidence 
against the prisouer is such as to war 
raut that step, then there is no other 
course open ; if, on the other hand, the 
evidence breaks down, all attempts to 
wrest his person from the hands of the 
police should be firmly and consistently 
resisted, Now here wo have a woman 
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@elivered up whose case jot be 
heard, against whom nota particle of 
evidenva had been adduced, and whose 
prosecutor had uover appenred; and 
this step was taken in pursuance solely 
of a warrant issned by the Che- 
fa of Sungkiang. IE this precedent be 
established there is no Chinese man or 
woman in the Settlement who is safe, 
for a blow has been struck at our 
Manicipal liberties which cannot but 
bo franght with the gravest conae- 
quenoee in time to come. As it happen 
the woman in the present case is sa! 
enough. ‘The accusation against her 
was found by -the Che-hsien to be » 
tramped-up one, the guilty parties had 
their faces well slapped, and the woman 
herself is now at liberty ; but all that 
does not teach the point, which is 
that she onght never to have been 
sent into the city at all without a 
preliminary hearing at the Mixed Court. 
Had such a hea been held, she 
would have been dismissed long ago; 
but no attempt was made to test 
the bona fides of the accusation 
brought against her, and she was 
given up without any opportunity of 
proving her innoconce of the charge. 
The principle at stake is altogether a 
most important one, and it behoves 
the Municipal Council to make strong 
representations to the Senior Consul 
it, To our mind it is every bit 
ag sorious a business as the rendition

‘At the apex of one of those shallow bays 
on tho northern side of the Ta-hu, sufiicient- 
ly raised above the marsh level to be free

be seen, and as we came upon the pl 
from behind where we were able to examine 
the amenities of the house and grounds 
from the slope of the hill above, we were so 
much interested in the discovery as to be 
seized with a desire to make the acquaint- 
ance of the inmates. And we were the more 
ready to gratify our curiosity from the fact 
that we had had a long and fatiguing walk, 
carrying ourguns, butseeing nogame. It was 
wearing late in the afternoon, a difference 
of opinion had arisen between us and our 
coolies as to the direction of our boat, and 
in short, not to put too fine a point upon 
it, we had lost our w: ‘This unfortunately 
‘was no new experience, for it had happened 
almost every day since we parted from old 
P.V.’s steam launch at the Red Joss-house, 
and one night we were threatened with 
most disagreeable consequences there from 
being refused accommodation at the only 
house in which we could seo a light, 
suffering from wet and cold were forced to 
renew our seemingly aimless wandering,— 
by the light of a greasy moon, Nothing 
could exceed the depression of spirits 
which we suffered, the facetious man of the 
party being as usual the most depressed ; 

wut by-and-bye my dog, a liver-coloured 
retriever, in ordinary times most unde- 
monstrative, shewed unusual vivacity, run- 
ning ahead of the party and stopping now 
and again to wait for us, uttering that 
peculiar sound between a bark, a grunt, 
and a sniff, a sort of canine stage 
whisper or inarticulate snivel, which every- 
body recognises, but of which the actual 
significance has never, so far as 1 know, 
been explained. I think I shall be able 
to interpret the expression henceforth. 
The proceedings of Rover — the dog's 
name—by drawing our attention away 
from ourselves restored our spirits uncon- 
sciously, and when in. less than half an 
hour we desctied the welcome red lantern. 
suspended at the mast-head of our boat, we 
would have voted wax candles to any shrine 
in Italy. Rover's bone was a particularly 
succulent one that night.

father. The old gentleman was warnily 
but plainly dressed ; he evidently intended « 
to be civil, but he was unable to conceal a 
certain indescribable embarrassment in ad- 
dressing us. Whether this proceeded from 
our somewhat imposing numbers—we were 
three sportsmen, five coolies and three 
dogs—or the lateness of the hour, for it 
was already darkening, the days being very 
short at the time of year, we could not 
say; but it wore off as we got into talk. 
(I must pay the tribute to our wrong- 
headed man, who if he should see this will 
know I am quite sincere in calling him so, 
that his excellent knowledge of the local 
dialects was of the greatest assistance to us, 
and I have no doubt more than once saved. 
us froma scrape). ‘The Chinaman wore a 
moustachio, grizzled, and a beard of unusual 
volume, with more stubble on his cheeks 
than is common in the delta of the Yangtaze. 
The speech of the man struck us as haviny 
something peculiar about it, but it defies 
analysis at the moment, though later on wo 
recognised that he spoke the local dialect 
correctly, only with the measured distinct 
ness of an inland missionary, and that the 
timbre of his voice was different from that: 
of tho natives of Kiangeu, After recon- 
noitring us to a sufticiont oxtent, our host— 
for such I may now call him—invited us 
into the house, placing seats for us in a 
neatly furnished parlour. This you may 
think an incongruity, but it is a perfect 
acourate description of the room into which 
we were shown, which had not only glass 
windows but had blinds to them, a Chinese 
carpet on the floor, and, what surprised us 
still more, a rude kind of Sre-place with an 
arrangement which reminded me of the 
“dogs” which may still be seen in old 
baronial residences in some parts of Eng- 
land. To this open hearth the girl who 
had acted as our herald promptly brought 
some large billets of wood, laid them across 
the dogs, and, with somo oiled shavings, 
lit the fire. Simultaneously our host him- 
self brought in a large tea-pot in a wicker 
cosy with some sponge cake, which he set 
before us and pressed us to cat. Then 
ho brought out of a cupboard “a small 
jar containing a pale-coloured spirit which 
@ served out to each of us in little 
cups, and which we found very palatable, 
uite different from the ordinary samshu. 
Bue ouranxiety tofind our boat beforenight- 
fall entirely overcame our desire to cultivate 
‘our host’s acquaintance, and we were by no 
means gratified by his opinion that the boat 
could not have reached the rendezvous wo 
had appointed for her, owing to the water 
having fallen 80 much lately. It would bo 
foolhardy, he declared, to. attempt to find 
her under such circumstances without a cou- 
ple of hours’ daylight before us. Our faces 
must have looked blank as this conviction 
came home with us, for ow host promptly 
intervened with a most, hospitable invita 
tion to pass the night in his poor hovel, 
as he called it. Our pleasure may be 
imagined; and the bustle of coolies un- 
limbering, fixing up dogs, fetching water, 
removing boats, etc., seemed also to givo 
the old man pleasure, for he watched the 
unwonted proceedings with a quiet smile. 
After giving some directions in the 
next room our kind entertainer returned to 
us seeming much inclined for conversation, 
In fact he became quite inquisitive about 
all manner of things ; the war, the progress 
of Shanghai, the electric light or darkness, 
and so forth ; and his interrogatories were 
directed better to the point than is usual 
with Chinese, especially country people. A 
north-west wind began to pipe up, and we 
appreciated the advantage of close fitting 
windows. The well-dried wood on the 
hearth was burning up cheerily with a blue 
e, crackling and sending outsparks like 
our old-fashioned Yule log, and it was. only 
at the mention of this word that we remem 
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Wered that it was Christmas Eve, when we 
all grew happy and sentimental, not the 
least so our Chinese host, who not only 
was convivially disposed but seemed to | 
attending closely to what we were saying 
amongst ourselves, in. our own language. 
Soon preparations for a meal were percepti- 
ble, and a square table was covered with 
small dishes by the bonny little maiden, who 
tripped in and out on her hospitable errand, 
taking long glances at. the strangers which 
usually crossed the reciprocal fire from their 
eyes. By and bye the noise of steps was 
heard without, whereat the house dog frisked 
about and rushed to the door to greet the 
son of the house, a sprightly young fellow 
for a Chinaman, of 17 according to the 
Gregorian Calendar, but 18 by Chinese 
reckoning, He carried a gun, an old double- 
barrelled muzzle-loading, percussion-cap 
weapon bearing the name of Lancaster of 
Bond Street. ‘ite had been over the hills 
shooting, and brought back a heron and a 
wild goose. ‘The lad was probably tired, 
but his father set him to wait on us the 
mioment he entered the houso, so he helped 
his sister to serve the supper, which now 
made a most creditable appearance on the 
table, The young man was good-looking 
with rather regular features, and was dis- 
ed to make himself a ble, but the 
father would not hear of his sitting with us 
at table, and indeed was with difficulty 
induced’ to honour us with his own 
company. ‘The warm liquor did more 
than mollify him, however, and when 
we had unscrewed the tops of our pocket 
istols and given him to taste of the 
Fiood of John Barleycom, his face glowed 
and his eyes glistoned, as'if to say, ‘This 
indoed is nectar.” ‘The evening was passing 
quite merrily and we kept on congratulating 
ourselves on having dropped into such a 
snug corner, contrasting our imaginary 
experiences, benighted in the open, by way 
of emphasising présent enjoyment. Our 
host from being conversational was becom- 
ing garrulous, when, whispering some orders 
to his daughter—who had kept up period 
cal visits to see how we were getting o: 
he sent her out of the room. “After an in- 
terval of about five minutes, the girl reap- 
peared with a very prettily dressed woman 
who was evidently her mother, whereupon 
our host rising up and stretching out one 
hand towards the Indy and the other to- 
wards us, said, in clear English, ‘Gen. 
tlemon, allow me to Present to you my 
wife !” Sf that man had sent a pistol bullet 
through each of our heads he could not 
have made our lower jaws drop as they did 
on hearing this address, No such surprise 
in the linguistic way has been porpetrated 
on lamanity since Captain Burton, still in 
his Arab disguise, on his return from Mecea 
on board a P.’& O. steamer at Aden 
stirred the soul of his Arab guide by 
retorting in truly idiomatic English the 
salutation of the gold-laced whipper-snap- 
who would have ‘no damned nigyers 
in his saloon.” Our presence of mind 
‘vanished so completely that even our com- 
mon courtesy failed us, and we sat staring 
at our host instead of rising and making 
our obeisance to our hostess. 

We were clearly in for some fresh sur- 
prises, and we began hastily to put together 
Thovatious observations we lad been raking 
on the man and his habitation, trying there- 
by if we could make out what manner of 
the man ho might be, He of course now 
told us all—or at least good deal—about 
himself, and the night seemed likely to be 
too short for the history. “I have not 
spoken a foreign tongue,” he said, “ except 
occasionally to myself and in my prayers 
for over two and twenty years,* nor seen 
the face of a white man. When I first saw 
you I felt as if I could not find words, but 
your talk among yourselves has gradually

never heard of atall. Among these, strange 
to say, was the Franco-German War and 
the Viceroyalty of Lord: Ripon in India, 
both of them pregnant with tho gravést 
consequences, as wo all know. Ho had 
however heard of the Woosung Railway, 
but had a quite distorted version of its 
removal. ‘The rumours of foreign war had 
been reaching him during the last twelve 
months, more distinctly within. the last 
three ; but he was not quite, though almost, 
sure that France was the ‘enemy, and he 
could form no idea at all of what the war 
was about. It was rather interesting to 
get hold of a mind that had lain fallow for 
twenty years and to watch the gradual re- 
dawning of intelligence, the slow thawing 
of the brain wherein the treasures of 
memory lay buried like the beauties of a 
landscape under deep snow ; but to bring 
this man ‘up to date,” as book-keepers 
say, would evidently require many nights 
and days, and it was the man himself and 
not the history of the world that really 
interested us at that moment. But it was 
long before he coula be drawn on to any- 
thing approaching the biographical, and we 
thought that here at least was a man 
singularly free from egotism. "Perhaps wo 
did him as much more, as we shortly after 
did him less, than justice, for he had a 
ood deal to conceal which we did not 
now at first, and a good deal less reason 


imagined. It is easy to form a judgment, 
but not easy to form a right judgment of 
men. In this case neither the first nor 
the second thought was right, but, as we 
are at present disposed to believe, tho 
third. But why should not even that be 
only an opinion held provisionally until a 
fourth comes to correct it, and then « fifth 
to correct that? Mr. Gladstone thinks 
twice or thrice before he comes to import- 
ant decisions, and it is a safe rule to follow. 

But, as I’ was remarking, the thawing 
process went on as the log fire burned up, 
and the glorious inspiration of usquebaugh 
spurned the restraints of prudence. This 
man, who was of course no Chinaman at all, 
become suddenly excited as we brought the 
istory of the world down to the present 
timo, and gave himan outlineof the Byyptian 
campaign and of the superhuman exploits of 
General Gordon. At the mention of that 
name, the poor old fellow could not restrain 
his tears, and seeing then it was useless to 
wear the cloak any longer he told us he 
knew Gordon, and was in fact a waif from 
the ‘‘Ever-Victorious” itself. He had 
fought through the campaigns of 1863-4 
up. to the capture of Soochow, and he even 
claimed to have been the recipient of 
honours for personal bravery. I am bound 
in honesty to say, however, that I ha 
searched in vain for his name in the Bool 
But that is no uncommon case, for there 
are claimants to the honour of that war 
hanging about every grog shop on the 
coast, who by their own account did almost 
the whole business themselves, but who 
have equally suffered from the ignorance 
or neglect of the chronicler. After the 
capture of Soochow, our host, seeing the 
army was likely to be disbanded, and 
taking with him such portable property as 
he had gathered together by the process 
familiar to soldiers of forturie, and a pretty 
captive gitl whom he had rescued from 
the rude attentions of the soldiery, 
sought out a place where he might 
plant the sole of his foot in peace. The 
country had been virtually depopulated, 
and there was scarcely inducement left 
for common robbers to keep the field and 
it was not long before the soldier lighted on 
the yacant premises where he has ever 
since lived cultivating his fields and at 
peace with all men.
